The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

TO  THE  INHABITANTS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  BELMONT  IN  THE  COUNTY  OF 
BELKNAP,  IN  THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE,  QUALIFIED  TO  VOTE  IN 
TOWN  AFFAIRS: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  for  the  1972  annual  meeting  of  the  Town 
of  Belmont  to  be  holden  in  two  sessions  as  follows: 

The  first  session  shall  be  holden  at  the  Town  Hall,  first  floor,  in  said 
Belmont  on  the  7th  day  of  March  at  9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds 
for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  for  three  years. 

3.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether  the  amendments  of  the 
Constitution  proposed  by  the  1971  Session  of  the  General  Court  should  be  app- 
roved (vote  by  ballot). 

The  second  session  shall  be  holden  at  the  Roland  Kimball  Auditorium  at  the 
High  School,  in  said  Belmont,  on  the  1 1th  day  of  March  at  1  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  committees. 

2.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  upon  the  Budget  as  recommended 
by  the  Budget  Committee. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue 
in  the  name  of  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  negotiable  notes  therefor,  said  notes 
to  be  repaid  during  the  current  municipal  year. 

4.  To  see  what  the  Town  will  vote  to  do  with  the  income  from  the  John  M. 
Sargent  Fund. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  refinance  and/ 
or  renew  any  loans  which  may  become  due  during  the  current  municipal  year. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  real 
property  acquired  by  the  Town  from  the  Tax  Collector  at  such  prices  as  the  Select- 
men find  advisable. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  impose  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
payable  to  the  Town  for  the  inspection  of  any  private  sewage  system  required  to 
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be  inspected  by  the  Town  Health  Officer,  said  fee  to  be  payable  by  the  owner  of 
the  premises  or  the  contractor  installing  said  system,  upon  inspection. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  complete  re-appraisal  made  by  the 
State  Tax  Commission  of  all  the  taxable  property  in  the  Town,  such  re-appraisal 
to  be  made  over  the  next  three  years. 

9.  If  Article  8  is  approved,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  twenty-four  thousand  dollars  ($24,000)  to  pay  for  such  re- 
appraisal, such  sum  to  be  expended  during  the  next  three  years,  and  any  balance 
not  paid  from  said  sum  upon  completion  of  the  re-appraisal  to  become  a  part  of 
the  general  funds  of  the  Town. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  paragraph  8  of  Article  10  approved 
at  the  1955  annual  meeting  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  paragraph  additional 
sentences  as  follows: 

The  installation  of  any  septic  tanks,  sewage  disposal  system, 
and/or  drainage  field,  the  plans  for  which  have  not  been 
approved  by  the  Town  Health  Officer,  is  prohibited,  and 
any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  installing  the  same, 
whether  as  owner,  builder,  contractor,  employee,  agent,  or 
in  any  other  capacity,  shall  be  fined  $10.00.  Each  day 
during  which  such  violation  continues,  shall  be  considered 
as  a  separate  violation,  and  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $10.00 
for  each  day, 

so  that  as  amended  said  paragraph  8  shall  read  as  follows: 

8.  All  dwellings,  trailers,  standard  manufacture  and  all  com- 
mercial, public  or  industrial  buildings  shall  have  flush 
toilets  and  lavatories  connected  to  a  disposal  system,  with 
an  adequate  supply  of  running  water  furnished  from  a  well 
or  the  Town  Water  System.  When  a  public  system  is  not 
available  a  private  sewage  disposal  system  is  required.  The 
type,  size  and  construction  of  all  septic  tanks,  and  drainage 
fields  shall  be  approved  by  the  Town  Health  Officer.  The 
installation  of  any  septic  tanks,  sewage  disposal  system, 
and/or  drainage  field,  the  plans  for  which  have  not  been 
approved  by  the  Town  Health  Officer,  is  prohibited,  and 
any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  installing  the  same,  whether 
as  owner,  builder,  contractor,  employee,  agent,  or  in  any 
other  capacity,  shall  be  fined  $10.00.  Each  day  during  which 
such  violation  continues,  shall  be  considered  as  a  separate 
violation,  and  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $10.00  for  each  day. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  paragraph  6  of  Article  10  appro- 
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ved   at   the    1955  annual   meeting  by  striking  said   paragraph  and   inserting  the 
following  new  paragraph   in   its  stead: 

6.  MINIMUM    BUILDING   AREA.      Every  detached  dwelling 
unit  to  be  used  by  a  single  fannily  shall  have  a  minimum 
ground  floor  area  of  500  square  feet.  Combined  dwelling 
units,  such  as  apartments,  condominiums,  and  split  trailers 
shall  meet  the  following  requirements: 

a.  Efficiency  Apartments  shall  have  a  minimum  of  300 
square  feet  of  living  area. 

b.  Family  apartments  shall  have  a  minimum  of  500  square 
feet  of  living  area. 

Efficiency  apartments  are  defined  to  mean  an  apartment 
which  has  a  combination  living  and/or  sleeping  room,  with 
kitchen  facilities,  and  a  separate  bathroom.  Occupancy  of 
efficiency  apartments  shall  be  limited  to  a  maximum  of 
two  persons. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  10  approved  at  the  1955 
annual  meeting  by  adding  following  paragraph  8,  as  amended,  a  new  paragraph 
which  shall  be  designated  as  8a,  and  which  will  read  as  follows: 

8a.      SAFETY:   Every  dwelling  unit,  whether  a  detached  single 
family  dwelling  unit,  or  combined  dwelling  unit,  shall 
have  a  minimum  of  two  entrances  and/or  exits. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  execution  by  the  Selectmen  on 
August  2,  1971  of  a  quitclaim  deed  releasing  to  Russell  H.  Gushing  and  Carrie  W. 
Cushing  the  rights  and  privileges  which  the  town  had  as  successor  to  Belmont 
Aqueduct  Co.  over  land  in  said  Belmont  owned  by  the  said  Cushings  on  the  south- 
westerly side  of  Route  140,  said  rights  and  privileges  being  more  fully  described  in 
deed  from  Mary  Gignac  to  Belmont  Aqueduct  Co.,  dated  May  8,  1893. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  purchase  by  the  Selectmen  from 
Russell  H.  Cushing  and  Carrie  W.  Cushing  of  a  parcel  of  land  on  the  southwesterly 
side  of  Route  140  in  said  Belmont,  consisting  of  6.8  acres,  more  or  less,  being  the 
site  of  well  supplying  the  town  water  system,  for  the  sum  of  two  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars  ($2,800.00). 

15.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  repeal  the  existing  Town  sub- 
division laws  and  controls  which  was  authorized  by  Article  11  of  the  Town  Meeting 
held  in  March  of  1970. 

16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
appoint  a  board  of  appeals  for  parties  who  are  aggrieved  by  decisions  of  the 
Planning  Board.  (To  be  voted  upon  only  on  condition  the  Town  does  not  repeal 
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the  existing  subdivision  law.) 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  re-open  Sargent  Lake  Road  for  a  distance 
of  approximately  1200  feet. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  dollars  ($600.00)  toward  improvement  of  Sargent  Lake  Road. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  semi-annual  collection  of  taxes  as 
provided  in  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  76,  Section  15-a. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  offer  a  discount  of  2%  on  all  taxes  paid 
within  30  days  of  presentation  of  tax  bills. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  to  be  paid  to  Belmont  Legion  Post  58  to  be  expended 
to  commemorate  Memorial  Day. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Belmont  American  Legion  Post 
58  and  local  Lions  Club,  at  their  expense,  to  develop  the  town  owned  land  behind 
both  the  town  Fire  Department  and  town  Highway  shed  for  a  playground  for  the 
town  kids  and  to  pave  an  area  for  town  activities. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  public  road  by  acceptance  of  a 
warranty  deed  thereto,  Westview  Drive,  so-called. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  a  parcel 
of  land,  consisting  of  approximately  three  acres,  located  on  the  south  side  of 
Shaker  Road  across  from  the  pumping  station,  at  such  price  as  the  Selectmen  find 
advisable. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  use  of  the  interest  accumulated 
on  the  loan  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000.00)  (see  Article  9,  1970  warrant) 
and  not  required  to  be  expended  on  the  town  well,  toward  repayment  of  the 
principal  of  said  loan. 

26.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

Exhibits  as  hereafter 
listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audits  must  be  given  the  Town  Clerk  as  part  of  the 
permanent  records. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Water  Department, 
Library,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  Municipal  Court. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  — 

December  31,  1969  and  December  31,  1970:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1969  and  December  31,  1970 
are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Net  Debt  increased  by 
$43,329.78  in  1970,  from  $69,802.80  to  $113,132.58. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:   (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town  during  the  year 
is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated  and 
actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1970,  are  presented  in 
Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a 
revenue  surplus  of  $7,245.61  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $5,441.79 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $1,803.82. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1970,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of 
accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December 
31,  1970,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

Water  Department:  (Exhibits  E-1,  E-2,  and  E-3) 

A  Balance  Sheet  -  Combined  Funds  (Revenue  and  Non-Revenue  Funds)  -  of 
the  Water  Department  is  contained  in  Exhibit  E-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Net 
Debt  of  the  Water  Department  at  December  31,  1970  was  $69,168.05.  Exhibit 
E-2  presents  a  statement  of  the  Treasurer's  Account  -  General  Fund  -  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1970.  A  statement  of  the  Treasurer's  Account  -  New  Well 
Construction  Fund  -  is  shown  in  Exhibit  E-3. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  J) 

A  statement  of  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness  of  the  Town  as  of 
December  31,  1970,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is  contained  in 
Exhibit  J. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody, 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited  in  accordance 
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with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Tax  Collector's  records. 
Consequently,  the  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in 
this  report  are  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of 
verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus,  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  liabilities)  increased 
by  $203.56  by  1970,  from  $15,797.20  to  $16,000.76,  as  shown  herewith:

Unredeemed  Taxes: 

As  of  December  31,  1970,  the  Town  held  unredeemed  tax  liens  of  $2,243.67 
which  were  acquired  at  tax  sales  for  unpaid  taxes  of  the  levies  of  1967  and  prior 
years.  Inasmuch  as  the  two  year  redemption  period  provided  by  law  has  expired  on 
these  unredeemed  liens,  we  again  remind  the  Tax  Collector  that  tax  deeds  should  be 
the  issued  to  the  Town  at  once  for  all  properties  on  which  the  liens  are  in  default  of 
redemption. 

Note,  Bond  and  Coupon  Register  To  Be  Maintained: 

During  1970,  the  Treasurer  did  not  maintain  the  note,  bond  and  coupon 
register  which  is  prescribed  by  the  Tax  Commission  under  authority  of  R.S.A. 
33:12.  This  register  should  be  kept  up  to  date  at  all  times  as  required. 

Municipal  Court: 

Monthly  Reconciliation  of  Accounts  Required: 

It  was  again  noted  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  failed  to  reconcile 
the  bank  statements  with  the  docket  book  on  a  monthly  basis.  The  regulations 
governing  the  fiscal  affairs  of  all  municipal  courts  require  that  such  reconciliations 
be  made  regularly. 
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Payment  of  Court  Receipts  To  Town: 

Payments  to  the  Town  covering  the  net  receipts  of  the  Court  are  required  to 
be  made  monthly,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month  (R.S.A.  502:15). 

The  Clerk  of  Court  did  not  comply  with  this  requirement  during  1970. 
Remittances  were  made  only  twice  during  the  year,  according  to  the  Court  records. 

Water  Department: 

Listed  below  are  general  observations  which  we  noted  during  our  examination 
of  the  Water  Department  records  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1970: 

1.  Our  audit  report  for  the  Water  Department  in  previous  years,  has  consisted 
primarily  of  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures.  This  year,  however,  we  have 
included  a  combined  balance  sheet  (excluding  inventory  and  fixed  assets)  at 
December  31,    1970. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Division  that  inasmuch  as  the  Water  Department  is  a 
self  supporting  unit,  (its  operation  is  finaoced  primarily  by  charges  to  consumers)  a 
statement  of  profit  or  loss,  showing  all  revenues  earned  and  all  expenses  incurred 
during  each  fiscal  year,  should  be  prepared  on  an  annual  basis.  To  accomplish  this, 
the  records  should  be  maintained  in  such  a  manner  as  to  provide  separation  between 
operating  income  and  expenses,  capital   expenditures  and   capital   contributions. 

Fixed  assets  (assets  of  long  term  character  which  require  capitalization,  such 
as  land,  buildings,  equipment,  new  mains  and  other  permanent  improvements)  are 
of  primary  importance  in  the  operation  of  a  water  department,  and  proper  account- 
ing for  them  is  essential  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  water  department's  financial 
position  and  proper  determination  of  operating  results.  Accordingly,  all  the  fixed 
assets  acquired  by  the  Water  Department  should  be  recorded  at  cost  and  this  cost 
should  be  charged  against  current  revenues  through  annual  depreciation  charges 
over  the  estimated  useful  life  of  the  assets.  In  this  connection,  it  should  be  pointed 
out  that,  in  addition  to  the  basic  price  of  a  fixed  asset,  certain  other  related  charges 
should  be  added  to  arrive  at  the  total  capitalized  cost  of  the  asset.  These  charges 
include  such  items  as  transportation  costs,  supervisory  services,  legal  and  financial 
expenses  and  other  costs  incidental  to  placing  the  fixed  asset  in  its  intended  state  of 
operation.  When  the  total  costs  are  known,  a  subsidiary  account  for  each  individual 
fixed  asset,  showing  complete  details  of  the  asset,  such  as  name,  location,  from 
whom  acquired,  date  acquired,  cost,  additions,  deletions  and  recorded  depreciation, 
should  be  maintained. 

The  above  procedures  must  be  implemented  before  an  accurate  presentation 
of  the  results  of  the  Water  Department's  financial  operations  can  be  made. 

2.  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  1970  annual  meeting, 
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long  term  notes  of  $60,000.00  were  issued  during  the  fiscal  year  to  finance  the 
authorized  new  well  construction  project.  Additionally,  unauthorized  promissory 
notes  in  the  amount  of  $2,197.50  were  issued  during  1970  in  payment  of  land 
acquired  for  the  new  well  site.  The  details  concerning  these  notes  are  shown 
herewith:

Our  auditors  were  advised  that  the  funds  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  the 
well  sites  were  included  in  the  original  project  authorization  of  $60,000.00  It  must 
be  asserted,  therefore,  that  the  Selectmen  acted  without  statutory  authority  in  the 
issuance  of  the  latter  notes.  Consequently,  the  lenders  should  be  paid  in  full,  at 
once,  for  the  principal  of  these  notes,  plus  accrued  interest.  The  proceeds  derived 
from  the  sale  of  long  term  notes  for  this  project  should  be  used  to  pay  the  principal 
due  on  the  notes;  accrued  interest  should  be  paid  from  the  general  fund  of  the 
Water  Department. 

3.  Water  rents  receivable  at  December  31,  1970  were  not  aged.  A  cursory 
review  of  these  records,  however,  revealed  many  delinquent  accounts.  Penalties 
which  are  required  in  these  cases  were  not  imposed.  In  this  connection,  we  call 
attention  to  the  "Water  Department  Rules  and  Regulations",  which  provide  in  part 
as  follows: 

"Every  owner  of  property  to  which  water  is  furnished 
is  deemed  to  consent  to  the  following  regulations  and 
such  amendments  or  additions  thereto  as  may  here- 
after be  established  by  the  Selectmen,  or  by  the  Water 
Superintendent  acting  under  authority  from  the  Select- 
men. All  water  charges  are  due  and  payable  to  the 
Tax  Collector  semi-annually  in  advance,  on  the  first 
day  of  June  and  December.  Bills  shall  be  issued  by 
the  Tax  Collector  semi-annually  on  or  about  May  1st 
and  November  1st,  but  the  record  of  charges  in  the 
office  of  the  Tax  Collector  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
notice  in  all  instances.  If  water  charges  are  not  paid 
within  (30)  days  after  they  become  due,  the  flow  of 
water  may  be  shut  off  and  $2.00  will  be  charged  for 
turning  it  on  again.  All  rates  are  minimum  rates  for 
all   or   any   part  of   any   six-months  service  period." 
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4.  Any  reimbursable  job  work  performed  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Water 
Department,  should  be  charged  to  an  appropriate  control  account  in  the  cash  book. 
Reimbursements  received,  should  likewise  be  credited  accordingly.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  the  amount  reimbursed  the  Water  Department  by  the  consumers,  should 
equal  the  amount  paid  the  Superintendent  for  the  job  work  performed. 

5.  It  was  noted  that  the  Water  Department  appropriation  was  not  included  in 
the  posted  budget  of  the  Budget  Committee.  In  this  connection,  we  must  point  out 
that  all  appropriations  of  the  Town,  regardless  of  the  source  of  financing,  are  subject 
to  the  Municipal  Budget  Act  and  should  appear  as  a  line  item  in  the  budget.  Antici- 
pated Water  Department  revenues  should  be  offset  on  the  revenue  section  of  the 
budget. 

6.  The  Selectmen  did  not  sign  the  water  rent  commitments,  given  to  the  Tax 
Collector,  as  required  by  law.  In  order  to  maintain  proper  internal  control  over  the 
water  rent  billings,  this  procedure  must  be  adhered  to. 

Conclusion: 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955  require  that  the  auditor's 
summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.  Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained 
in  the  audit  report  is  optional,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Belmont  for  their 
assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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-  BELMONT  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  -  1971  - 

The  Belmont  Planning  Board  has  concentrated  its  efforts  in  1971  toward  the 
successful  functioning  of  the  land  subdivision  regulations  which  went  into  effect 
in  1970.  That  Belmont  is  a  fast  growing  town  can  be  varified  by  the  large  number 
of  applications  for  subdivision  approvals  during  the  past  year. 

The  philosophy  of  the  Planning  Board  in  acting  on  request  for  subdivision 
approval  has  been  one  of  guidance  rather  than  obstruction.  The  Board  knows  full 
well  that  development  is  essential  to  the  economic  health  of  the  town.  Our  efforts 
have  been  to  point  development  in  the  direction  of  planned  quality  and  away  from 
the  pitfalls  that  befall  haphazard  construction. 

Careful  attention  has  been  given  to  soil  conditions,  lot  size,  and  set-backs 
when  passing  judgement  on  applications.  It  is  our  hope  that  applicants  have  been 
satisfied  that  their  interests  as  well  as  the  town's  have  been  considered  in  the 
Board's  deliberations. 

No  new  zoning  proposals  have  been  offered  by  the  Board  for  1972.  The  con- 
sensus of  the  Board  members  is  that  there  remains  a  need  for  community  guidlines 
not  currently  covered  in  present  town  ordinances.  Whether  these  are  forthcoming 
in  the  form  of  zoning  regulations  or  as  individual  ordinances  under  the  town's  police 
powers  is  largely  a  question  of  preference  on  behalf  of  the  townspeople.  The  Board 
will  welcome  suggestions  from  all  citizens  in  an  effort  to  determine  a  preferential 
course  of  action. 

Mr.  Fred  Sleep  who  served  so  competently  for  several  years  as  a  member  of 
the   Board  resigned  during   1971    and   Mr.  Robert  Lacroix  was  appointed  to  the 
vacant  position.  Other  Board  members  are  Cedric  Witham,  chairman,  Leslie  Roberts, 
Stanley   Nawoj,  Alfred  Sawicki,  and  Royal  Smith,  Jr.  Mark  Mooney  is  exofficio 
member  representing  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Citizens  are  urged  to  indicate  a  desire  to  participate  as  Planning  Board  mem- 
bers so  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  have  knowledge  of  those  available  to  fill 
any  future  vacancies.

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-  REPORT  OF  THE  BELMONT  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  - 
For  the  Year  Ended  December  31,  1971 

Due  to  the  support  of  the  townspeople  and  a  grant  from  the  New  Hampshire 
Highway  Safety  Agency,  your  Police  Department  added  a  second  Patrolman  this 
year.  Based  on  the  results  of  examinations  conducted  by  the  State  Department  of 
Personnel,  Robert  S.  Dawes  of  Lochmere  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy.  He  comes 
to  Belmont  with  considerable  experience  in  police  work,  and  is  now  assigned  to  the 
relief  shift,  with  Chief  Sweeney  working  the  basic  day  shift  and  Patrolman  Walter 
Newcomb  serving  as  night  duty  man.  We  feel  that  the  addition  of  another  member 
t  J  our  department  has  enabled  us  to  give  much  better  service  during  the  six  months 
he  has  been  with  us. 

During  1971,  we  also  received  a  cash  grant  from  the  Governor's  Commission 
on  Crime  and  Delinquency,  which  was  used  to  renovate  our  headquarters  at  the 
town  hall.  We  added  an  additional  room  for  the  storage  of  supplies  and  evidence, 
and  the  officers  donated  their  labor  during  off-duty  time  to  reduce  costs  of  the 
project. 

We  also  enjoyed  the  services  of  two  young  persons  as  Police  Cadets  during 
the  summer,  totally  funded  by  a  Federal  grant.  Miss  Lynn  Roberts  and  Michael  P. 
McCarty  absorbed  much  of  the  added  summer  load  of  office  work. 

The  past  year  saw  a  45%  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  handled  by 
the  department,  with  serious  felony  arrests  made.  Also  indicative  of  the  change  in 
our  society,  we  note  that  almost  half  as  many  persons  were  arrested  for  violations 
involving  the  use  of  controlled  drugs,  as  were  arrested  for  illegal  possession  of  beer. 
We  must  redouble  our  efforts  to  educate  our  young  people  concerning  the  dangers 
of  drug  abuse.  Offenses  such  as  resisting  arrest  and  assaults  on  police  officers  have 
appeared  on  our  records  for  the  first  time,  which  should  come  as  no  surprise  to  us, 
since  the  F.B.I,  "Uniform  Crime  Reports"  indicate  a  14%  rise  in  rural  crime  during 
the  past  year. 

As  Belmont's  population  continues  to  increase,  with  Census  predictions  of 
10,000  persons  within  the  foreseeable  future,  law  enforcement  becomes  a  complex 
and  difficult  task.  Our  population  is  spread  out  over  29.8  square  miles  and  85  miles 
of  roads  and  streets,  with  33%  centered  in  the  village,  27%  in  Winnisquam  and  40% 
in  rural  areas.  Of  the  summer  population,  63%  is  located  in  the  Winnisquam  area 
and  37%  is  rural.  In  analyzing  the  complaints  handled  during  1971,  we  find  that 
29%  came  from  the  village,  26.6%  from  Winnisquam  and  44.4%  from  rural  areas. 

Without  public  support,  no  law  enforcement  agency  could  survive  in  a  free 
society.  The  members  of  the  Belmont  Police  Department  say  a  hearty  "thank  you"

to  the  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  members  of  the  Budget  Committee,  and 
especially  to  the  townspeople  of  Belmont,  for  providing  us  with  the  support  we 
need.  We  only  hope  that  we  can  prove  ourselves  worthy  of  your  continued  trust 
and  co-operation.

There  are  at  present  29  volunteer  firemen  enrolled  in  the  Department.  A  reg- 
ular meeting.  Officers'  Meeting  and  a  Drill  are  held  once  each  month  as  well  as 
attendance  at  Mutual  Aid  Meetings  and  Fire  Schools. 

Four  (4)  members  attended  the  two  day  fire  school  held  in  June  at  Lily  Pond  Fire 
Training  School. 


Five  (5)  dry  hydrants  have  been  installed  in  the  area  covered  by  the  Winnisquam 
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Fire  Department.  Three  (3)  of  these  were  installed  by  the  Department  at  its  own 
expense  and  two  (2)  were  installed  by  home  owners.  Two  (2)  more  have  been 
requested  by  owners. 

Two  hundred  feet  each  of  r/2  inch  and  272  inch  new  hose  was  purchased  and  two 
(2)  new  nozzles. 

A  new  electric  hose  reel  was  installed  on  Engine  #1. 

Two  (2)  new  oxygen  inhalator  masks  were  purchased  making  a  total  of  three  (3). 

A  total  of  20  Plectrons  or  radio  alert  monitors  are  in  use  in  the  homes  of  Depart- 
ment members  resulting  in  a  faster  response  to  alarm  calls. 

Approximately  160  children  in  the  Winnisquam  Area  attended  this  year's  annual 
Carole  Davis  Children's  Christmas  Party  on  December  19th,  met  a  real  Santa  Clause 
and  were  given  presents,  candy  and  ice  cream  and  a  ride  on  the  Fire  Truck. 

The  Department  built  a  36  by  50  foot  addition,  with  separate  heating  plant,  to  the 
Fire  Station  to  be  used  as  a  public  meeting  hall.  This  building  was  paid  for  out  of 
the  Department's  own  funds,  a  donation  from  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  and  private 
donations.  The  labor  was  furnished  by  the  members  of  the  Department  and  by 
private  donations  of  time  and  use  of  equipment  by  friends  of  the  Department.

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-  REPORT  OF  BELMONT  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  - 
Year  Ending  December  31,  1971 

This  past  year,  records  show  that  for  the  first  time,  there  has  been  a  decrease 
in.numbers  of  fires.  This  has  been  our  goal  of  the  men  in  the  Department  and  my- 
self to  show  a  decrease  in  fires.  We  as  firemen  feel  that  people  are  thinking  more 
about  fire  hazards  in  their  homes  and  are  doing  something  about  it.  This  past  year, 
we  have  had  many  fire  prevention  programs  with  different  groups.  This  year,  lets 
all  try  to  make  it  better. 

This  past  year,  the  men  of  the  Department  have  attended  fire  training  schools 
within  the  State  plus  their  regular  drills  each  month. 

This  past  September,  the  new  Central  Communication  Center  went  into 
operation.  It  is  located  at  the  Belknap  Court  House.  All  emergency  fire  calls  are 
called  into  this  center  and  the  fire  departments  are  notified  by  radio  of  their  fire 
calls,  the  location,  type,  etc.  All  residents  have  been  contacted  by  the  firemen  and 
given  new  fire  phone  stickers  with  the  new  phone  No.  —  524-1545.  There  are  20 
other  fire  departments  in  this  area  all  using  this  system.

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-  REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  &  DISTRICT  CHIEF  - 

LEST  WE  FORGET-  IT  CAN  HAPPEN  HERE 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds  of  homes  are  more 
prevalent  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry  seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but 
25  years  ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devastated  large  areas  of 
northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes  with  rows  of  cellarholes  and  chimneys 
in  a  number  of  summer  vacation  home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost  on  that 
destructive  day  of  October  23,  1947  nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New  Hampshire  but  they 
happened  once,  they  can  happen  again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it 
takes  is  a  firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with  fire  at  all  times 
can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection  when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let 
these  reminders  be  your  guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard  a  firebrand  -  a 
lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The  burning  of  household 
rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your  town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of 
grass  or  garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed  and  if  they  are,  put 
them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  Important  —  instruct  your  children  in  the  danger  of  the  lighted 
match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass  or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous 
combination   which    leads  to  destructive   loss  and   can   lead   to   tragedy. 

The  past  year  -  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control  of  fires.  There  were 
too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns.  We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask  others 
to  heed  Smokey's  message.

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-  BELMONT  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  - 

In  1963,  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  by  enactment  of  RSA  36A 
authorized  the  establishment  of  Conservation  Commissions  by  the  towns  and 
cities  of  this  State.  The  purpose  of  these  commissions  as  stated  by  the  enabling 
act  is  the  promotion  and  development  of  natural  resources  and  protection  of  water- 
shed resources.  In  summary,  commissions  are  empowered  to  conduct  researches 
into  local  land  areas,  prepare  and  distribute  maps  and  pamphlets,  keep  an  index  of 
open  areas,  wetlands  and  other  natural  areas  in  the  town  and  recommend  programs 
for  utilization  of  such  areas. 

During  1971,  the  Belmont  Conservation  Commission  delved  into  several  of 
the  environmental  problems  which  face  our  community.  Among  these  are  improper 
land  use,  sewage  and  solid  waste  disposal,  unsightly  contamination  of  scenic  areas 
and  pollution  of  brooks  and  streams. 

The  members  have  attended  a  number  of  regional  meetings  regarding  waste 
disposal  and  highway  relocation,  have  worked  with  students  in  our  schools  in 
locating  and  analyzing  polluted  streams,  and  have  been  engaged  in  preparing  a  map 
denoting  soil  types  and  their  most  suitable  usage.  We  hope  to  have  this  map,  which 
was  prepared  from  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  soil  maps,  available 
for  use  by  townspeople. 

One  of  the  primary  purposes  of  conservation  commissions  is  to  acquire  prop- 
erty in  the  name  of  the  town  for  permanent  retention  for  conservation,  recreation, 
wildlife  protection  and  scenic  purposes.  Commissions  in  neighboring  towns  have 
acquired,  at  very  little  public  cost,  riverbank  areas,  abandoned  railway  right  of  ways 
and  other  natural  areas  which  the  owner  realised  should  best  be  left  in  their  natural 
state  for  the  public  good.  Other  towns  have  appropriated  substantial  sums  of 
public  money  for  these  purposes. 

The  Belmont  Conservation  Commission  normally  meets  on  the  third  Friday 
of  each  month  in  Memorial  Hall  at  the  Belmont  Library.  The  members  are  available 
to  consider  environmental  problems  which  may  be  brought  to  their  attention,  to 
accept  suggestions  and  consider  projects  which  may  be  recommended.

To  the  Voters  and  Taxpayers  of  Belmont: 

We  have  just  finished  our  first  year  as  an  official  town  Recreation  Conrimission. 
We  have  been  very  pleased  with  the  cooperation  of  all  town  officials  and  the  people 
of  Belmont.  As  of  January  5,  1972,  the  town  owns  the  property  purchased  for  a 
town  park  from  the  late  Frank  Judkins.  Purchase  price  was  $19,000.00.  Total 
development  expense  to  date  has  been  only  $1,300. 

The  local  Boy  Scouts  have  an  area  for  their  use  on  this  land.  The  town  Water 
Department  has  located  their  new  well  on  part  of  the  land  and  also  cleared  and  im- 
proved quite  a  large  area  around  their  well  to  blend  in  with  our  plans. 

We  have  cleaned  approximately  300  feet  of  back  shore  line.  We  have  had  the 
large  mucky  area  on  one  end  of  the  park  area  dredged.  We  also  enlarged  the  beach 
area  and  filled  in  more  of  the  swampy  area. 

Our  intent  this  coming  year  is  to  finish  filling  in  the  swampy  area,  previously 
started,  with  sand  from  the  area  where  we  are  enlarging  the  beach,  and  play  area, 
with  the  eventual  development  of  a  20  foot  wide,  250  foot  long  wading  area  for  the 
small  children.  Also,  we  will  need  an  aluminum  culvert  300  feet  long  and  1  foot 
in  diameter,  to  provide  for  normal  drainage  of  swampy  area  behind  filled  in  swampy 
area,  at  a  cost  of  $1.86  per  foot  or  a  total  of  $558.00  plus  installation. 

We  believe  our  efforts  and  your  support  in  this  recreational  plan  is  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  town  and  we  can  all  look  at  it  with  great  pride.  At  this  time,  we 
wish  to  say  thank  you  all  for  your  past  and  future  support.

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-  HEALTH  OFFICERS  REPORT  - 

Since  February  9,  1971,  I  have  been  your  Health  Officer  for  the  Town  of 
Belmont. 

I  hope  I  have  been  of  help  to  you.  I  have  put  in  quite  a  few  hours  and  miles 
to  this  job  even  though  it  is  supposed  to  be  part-time. 

Last  fall,  a  notice  appeared  in  the  newspaper  and  it  was  also  posted  in  the 
Post  Office  and  Town  Hall  pertaining  to  replacement  of  existing  sewage  systems. 
This  regulation  is  not  a  new  one,  it  has  just  been  updated.  It  will  require  the 
property  owner  or  the  contractor  to  use  proper  methods  and  materials  when  re- 
pairing or  replacing  a  septic  system,  thereby  insuring  the  owner  and  his  neighbors, 
that  the  system  will  operate  properly  and  there  will  be  no  danger  of  contamination 
to  any  well  or  water  system  that  may  be  nearby. 

Currently,  when  a  new  system  is  to  be  installed  the  contractor  or  owner  must 
first  receive  a  construction  approval  from  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Commission,  and  after  construction,  the  system  must  be  inspected 
before  it  can  be  covered  and  used. 

To  repair  an  existing  system,  only  the  approval  of  the  health  officer  is  re- 
quired. 

If  you  have  any  questions  concerning  septic  systems,  etc.,  please  feel  free  to 
call.
